1745.^ ncverthclefs I could not 
help flattering myfelf that this Cafe alfo might be 
worthy your Notice. 

INy^r/71731. Mrs. Ball, without Bijhopjgate, 
perceived (by the ufual Symptoms) that fhe was preg- 
nant 5 and in OBober following, being then in the 
fixth Month of her Pregnancy, fhe had a Child died 
in her Lap ot Convulfions, the Surprize of which 
occalion'd a great Fluttering within her, attended 
with a fcnfible Motion of the Child, which Motion 
continued, tho' gradually weaker and weaker, for 
about- 6 or 7 Days, after which fhe did not per- 
ceive it to move any more ; but from this time flic 
had conftant Pains attending her, which appear'd 
like Labour-Pains. Her Midwife, for feveral Days, 
cxpefted a Mifcarriagej but finding herfelf difap- 
pointed, advifed her to apply to Dr. Bamher^ whofe 
known Abilities in the feveral Branches of Phyfick, 
joined to his great Experience and Judgment in 

Li 11 2 Midwifry, 
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Midwifry, made him unqueftionaWy the moft pro- 
per Perfon to be confulted, as the Cafe appeared lb 
very uncommon in its Circumftances, at the fame 
time that his great Humanity always gave the moft 
free Accefs to the Poor in their Diftrefles. 

The Doftor (after a proper Examination) finding 
fufficient Indications oi a dead Child, order'd her 
fomc forcing Medicines 3 upon 'taking which about 
three times fhe difcharg'd fomething, which the Wo- 
men fuppos'd to be Part of an After-birth, accom- 
panied with a fmall Quantity of Water : In confe- 
qucnce of this Difcharge her Pains ceafed, but with- 
out any vifible Diminution of her Belly. 

After fomc time Ihe again apply'd herfelf to the 
Dodlor, who thought it moft advifeable to difcoa- 
tinue her Medicines, and leave the Affair intircly to 
Nature. 

In this State fhe continued for about 20 Months 
viz. to Julj 1753. which was 2 Years and 3 
Months trom her firft Reckonins^, (he then a^ain 
apply'd herfelf to Dr. Bamber^ acquaint) j; him, that 
fhe was not yet deliver'd of the Child (he fo long 
fmce came to confult him about, and that her Pains 
were lately returnd, and daily increafed without any 
Inrcrmiffion, upon the Doftofs examining her, lie 
thought it proper to fend her home immediately, 
directing her to promote her Pains, by frequently 
fupping fome warm Caudle, ^c. by the Ufc of 
which her Pains became more regular, and the next 
Day the Dodor made her a Viht, and was informed 
(he had difcharg'd two Waters but norhing more: 
He then carefully, examined her ag<^in, and plainly 
felt a Child through the integuments ol tlic Abdo- 
-?//<'», bit could not give her any A/Iiuincc. 
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It wa& about this time that Dr. Bamber firft ae 
qiiaintcd me with the Cafe, and defircd that I would 
attend her as often as Occafion might require, and that I 
would acquaint him, if any thing like Labour, or other 
remarkable Alteration fhould offer. Accordingly 1 
made her a Vifir, and after a proper Examination, 
was convinced of the Certainty of the Dodor s Af- 
fcrtion- 

Her Pains now began to abate, and fiie grew to^ 
lerably cafyi but about the latter End of yanuarj 
1733-^4. fhe conceived again with Child, and was 
deliver'd on the 28th of OBober following by Dr. 
Bamber^ who fcnt for me to attend him in her 
Labour : The Dodor foon dciivefd her of a fine 
Boy, and after having brought away the Tiacenta^ 
he fearch'd for the other Child, which he had before 
felt through the Integuments of the Abdomen^ but 
found it was. lodg d in the Cavity of the Abdmmn^ 
and beyond the Reach of human Art to relieve her. 
This Fad every one then prcfent was made feiv 
fible of. 

OBobff tz. 173 5- I was fent for to her in her. 
Labour, but before my Arrival fhe was deliver'd of 
% Boy J but I brought away the Tlacenta^ which 
gave me an Opportunity of examining for the other 
Child, and fonnd it in the lame Situation as for- 
merly. 

Oifdir 9. 173 «• I was again fcnt for to her, when 
in Labour, but fne was delivered of a Boy before I ar 
rived. Upon examining the Womb, and the State 
of t!>e Jtdtfmenrtht Child appeared juft as before. 
without any Altcr/.tion,. 

june 17, 1741* 1 was again fcnt for in her La^ 
bclir, but ^mit'A her iuft delivered of a Girh anx! 

!ipar^. 
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npoii examining the Parts, every thing appeared as 
before. 

Otiober 14.. 1747* being greatly emaciated by 
conllant Tains, &c. Hie was admitted a Patient in 
Quy^ Hofpltaly where fhc died the 7th of Novem- 
ber following, after having laboured under the Dif- 
treflcs and Uncannefs of carrying a dead Child 
within her, in a manner loofe, in the Cavity of the 
Abdomen upwards of 1 6 Years. 

The Day after her Death I opcnM her, in the Pre- 
fcncc of Dr. Nesbit^ Dr. Nichols^ and Dr. Law- 
rence, when the Uterus, and the fcveral other Con- 
tents o^ the Abdomen appeared (nearly) in their na* 
tural State, but on the right Side within the Os 
Ilium a Child prcfented itfelf, which was attach'd 
to the Ilium and neighbouring Membranes by a Por- 
tion of the Teritonaum, in which the Fimbria and 
Part of the right Fallopian Tube fcem'd to lofe 
itfelf. 

The Child feem'd no-ways putrid j but the Inte- 
guments were become fo callous, and changed from 
their natural State, that the whole fcem'd to refem- 
ble a cartilaginous Mafs, without Form or Diftinc- 
tion : The Legs indeed were diftinguifhable, though 
they were much wafted and diftorted. 

Upon opening the callous Integuments of the 
Head and Face of the Child, the Bones appeared per- 
fedly form'd, with a few Spots of tophous Concre- 
tions on them. 

This Account may fcrve to convince thofe who 
are of Opinion that Boys are conceived on the 
right Side, and the Girls on the left ; as this Wo- 
man 
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man had three Boys, and one Girl, after the FaUo* 
fian Tube on the right Side had loft its Adion.
